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KOREA AT 30TH GA~ 

AT AMBASSADORIAL LEVEL MEETING OF WORKING GROUP ON PROCEDURAL 
TACTICS FOR FRIENDLY RESOLUTION ON KOREA, AMB BENNETT 
STRESSED THAT THE VOTE PROJECTION ON THE HOSTILE RESOLUTION 
WAS INCREASINGLY CLOSE BUT THAT WITH SHIFT OF SOME COUNTRIES 
FROM 'ABSTENTION" TO "NO" THE HOSTILE RESOLUTION COULD 
BE DEFEATED. KEY TARGETS IDENTIFIED WERE: AUSTRIA, 

DENMARK, GREECE, NORWAY, IRAN, ECUADOR AND VENEZUELA. 

THE CORE GROUP BEGAN NEW SERIES OF REGULARLY SCHEDULED 
DISCUSSIONS IMMEDIATELY PRECEDING EACH MORNING MEETING 
OF COMMITTEE 1. THE JAPANESE REPORTED THEY ARE UNDERTAKING 
A MAJOR LOBBYING EFFORT WITH INDONESIA. 

ARGENTINE PERMREP ORTIZ DE ROZAS, IN DISCUSSION WITH AMB 
BENNETT, STOOD FIRM IN HIS CONTENTION THAT ARGENTINA SHOULD 
ABSTAIN ON ALL KOREAN VOTES IN COMMITTEE 1 AND SUGGESTED 
ASEAN DRAFT OFFERED BEST POSSIBILITIES FOR THIS YEAR. 

HE ARGUED THAT THE US AND COSPONSORS OF LAST YEAR'S 
SUCCESSFUL RESOLUTION ON KOREA HAD DONE NOTHING TO IMPLE- 
MENT IT, AND HAD NOT MOVED ININTERIM TO BRING THE 
QUESTION TO THE ATTENTION OF THE UN SECURITY COUNCIL.

ANTI-ZIONIST RESOLUTION— 

THE BRITISH, GERMANS AND DUTCH ARE ARGUING WITHIN EC-9 FOR 
NEGATIVE VOTES IN THE PLENARY NOT ONLY ON THE ANTI- 
ZIONIST RESOLUTION, BUT ALSO THE OTHER TWO RESOLUTIONS ON 
THE DECADE TO END RACIAL DISCRIMINATION. THEY ARE ALSO 
ARGUING FOR INTENSIVE LOBBYING IN NEW YORK AND CAMPAIGNS 
IN CAPITALS, AND FOR CONCENTRATING ON STRATEGY OF DEFERRAL TO 
NEXT GA. ON OTHER HAND, BELGIANS AND FRENCH HAD BEEN TOYING 
WITH THE IDEA OF EC-9 ABSENTING THEMSELVES AS A GROUP. 

THOUGH THAT NOW SEEMS TO HAVE BEEN DROPPED. IN USDEL'S 
VIEW, THERE IS A FIGHTING CHANCE OF WINNING A DEFERRAL VOTE 
IN PLENARY, AND EVEN IF THE RESOLUTION 

FINALLY CARRIES THE FIGHT WILL HAVE BEEN SUFFICIENTLY BRUSING 
THAT AFRICANS AND ARABS WILL TAKE A LONG, HARD LOOK AT THE 
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NEXT PLO/SYRIAN/CUBAN INITIATIVE ON ZIONISM THAT COMES

SOUTH AFRICAN REACTION TO US STATEMENT ON NAMIBIA 
AND APARTHEID- 

SOUTH AFRICAN CHARGE STEWARD EXPRESSED TO MISOFF 
HIS PERSONAL DISMAY OVER US STATEMENTS ON NAMIBIA 
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AND APARTHEID. HE COMPLAINED THAT US HAD HEAPED ABUSE 
ON NAMIBIAN CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE WITHOUT GIVING SOUTH 
AFRICA DUE CREDIT. HE ALSO SAID THAT THE US HAD EXAGGER- 
ATED ITS OUTRAGE OVER THE ZIONISM LINK IN THE APARTHEID 
STATEMENT. WHILE ATTACKING THE INTERNAL POLICY OF SOUTH

LATIN AMERICAN GROUP AND PUERTO RICO-- 

CHILEAN MISSOFF HOLGER SAID THAT ARGENTINE PERMREP 
ORTIZ DE ROZAS, CHAIRMAN OF THE LATIN AMERICAN GROUP, HAD 
STATED THAT A MEMBER OF THE PUERTO RICAN INDEPENDENCE PAR 
TY (PIP) ASKED PERMISSION TO ADDRESS THE GROUP ON THE 
PUERTO RICAN INDEPENDENCE ISSUE. ACCORDING TO HOLGER, ORT- 
IZ DE ROZAS TABLED A MOTION TO APPROVE THE REQUEST AT THE 
REQUEST OF CUBA. BUT THE BRAZILIANS SUGGESTED THAT NO DE- 
CISION BE TAKEN UNTIL DELEGATIONS HAVING RESERVATIONS AB- 
OUT THE PROPOSAL COULD HOLD CONSULTATIONS. HOLGER THINKS 
THAT THE MOTION WILL BE APPROVED DESPITE THE OPPOSITION OF 
CHILE AND SOME OTHER DELEGATIONS, BUT THAT THE GROUP WILL 
DECIDE TO MEET THE PIP REPRESENTATIVE "INFORMALLY". HOL- 
GER DOES NOT KNOW WHEN THE LATIN AMERICAN GROUP WILL MAKE

HUMAN RIGHTS IN CHILE- 

CHAIRMAN OF AD HOC WORKING GROUP ON HUMAN RIGHTS IN CHILE, 
ALLANA, DESCRIBED HIS PLANS FOR GA RESOLUTION, WHICH HE 
FELT WOULD AVOID CONDEMNATION OF CHILE, AND WHICH HE EXPECTED 
US TO SELL TO CHILEANS. HE BELIEVED BOTH EC-9 AND YUGOSLAV DRAFT 
TO BE "PLATITUDINOUS". HIS SUGGESTION WAS AN APPEAL TO GOC 
WHICH WOULD INCLUDE, AMONG OTHER THINGS: LIFTING OF 
STATE OF SIEGE; GRANTING REMEDIES OF HABEAS CORPUS; 
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ABOLITION OF MILITARY COURTS; ABOLITON OF DINA; 

REESTABLISHMENT OF RIGHT TO FREEDOM OF ASSOCIATION AND 
FREE TRADE UNIONS; RESTORATION OF INTELLECTUAL 
FREEDOMS IN UNIVERSITIES; SPECIAL APPEAL IN "HARD CASES" 

OF CORVALAN AND OTHERS; CESSATION OF ALL TORTURE; AND 
AUTHORIZATION OF WORKING GROUP TO VISIT CHILE IN ORDER 
TO CHECK ON IMPLEMENTATION OF THIS RESOLUTION AND REPORT 
TO 31ST GA. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE-USUN 5344) 

STATUS REPORT ON UNEF FINANCING— 

SYG'S REPORT ON BUDGET ESTIMATES FOR UNEF IS UNLIKELY TO 
COME OUT BEFORE OCT. 27. IT APPEARS THAT COMMITTEE 5 
WILL NOT ACT ON UNEF’S BUDGET FOR NEXT YEAR UNTIL WEEK OF 
NOV. 10 AT EARLIEST. AND AS A CONSEQUENCE COMMITTEE 5 
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AND PDF, NARY PROBABLY WILL BE REQUIRED TO ACT ON ONE-MONTH

DELAY IN ISSUING SYG'S REPORT IS SAID TO BE SYG'S

IN EFFORT TO ACCOMMODATE SOVIETS, AND SYG IS COUNTING ON 
USG TO PICK UP $10 MILLION FOR NAVAL VESSELS AND 
AIRCRAFT, ETC. CANADIANS SAID POLES DO NOT INTEND TO 
RQISE QUESTION OF REDUCING THEIR RATE OF ASSESSMENT FOR 
UNEF, AND EGYPTIANS SAID SOVIETS DO NOT INTEND TO OPEN 
UP THIS PANDORA'S BOX AND PORTUGUESE ARE BEGINNING 
TO WAVER ON THEIR INTENTION TO SEEK REDUCTION IN THEIR

POLITICAL PRISONERS IN INDONESIA— 

CONGRESSMAN FRASER DISCUSSED INDONESIAN POLITICAL PRISONERS 
WITH GROUP HEADED BY LT. GEN. ALI MURTOPO, ASSISTANT TO 
PRESIDENT SUHARTO, IN MEETING ARRANGED AT REQUEST OF 
INDONESIANS. MURTOPO EMPHASIZED SUHARTO'S COMMITMENT TO BUILD 
DEMOCRACY IN INDONESIA BASED ON FIVE PRINCIPLES OF THE COUNTRY, 
SAID DETENTION OF PRISONERS INVOLVED IN 1965 COUP OR 
FOR COMMUNIST SYMPATHIES IS NECESSARY TO ENSURE STABILITY 
"EVEN THOUGH IT IS AGAINST OUR BASIC PHILOSOPHY ", AND CITED 
POPULAR SUPPORT FOR DETENTION PROGRAM. HE GAVE NUMBER OF 
DETAINEES AS 35,480, WITH ABOUT 10,000 ON BURU ISLAND. 

HE DESCRIBED CATEGORIES OF PRISONERS AND NOTED THAT 
INADEQUATE JUDICIAL MACHINERY MAKES PROCESSING OF 
DETAINEES EXTREMELY SLOW. INDONESIANS SAID ICRC HAD BEEN 
ALLOWED TO LOOK INTO THE PHYSICAL ARRANGEMENTS, REPORTS OF 
GROUPS SUCH AS AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL COULD BE "USED BY 
LEFTISTS IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES" AGAINST GOI, AND GROUP 
FROM UN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION COULD BE ADMITTED. MURTOPO 
ENCOURAGED CONGRESSMAN FRASER TO VISIT INDONESIA. FRASER 
SAID HE DID NOT HAVE ANSWERS TO THE PROBLEM, BUT NOTED 
GROWING CONGRESSIONAL CONCERN ABOUT POLITICAL PRISONERS 
AND POINTED TO RECENT LEGISLATION AFFECTING MILITARY AND 
ECONOMIC AID. THE INDONESIANS TOLD HIM GOI NEEDS ASSISTANCE 
IN "DEVELOPING INFRASTRUCTURE IN THE JUDICIAL FIELD".
